The  assent  of  the  Canadian 
Senate  Is  merely  a  matter  of  form.  Practically  the 
onlyoppoeltUm  In  Canada  to  tlM  meaeure  was  ex- 
prr.s.spd  privately  by  the  wine  prowrrs  of  Ontario 
and  publicly  by  the  British  Columbia  member 
for  Ooraox-AIbeml.  Mr.  NelU  haa  written  a  letter 
for  publiratiiin  in  w!  '  '  -  .states  that  on  one  oc- 
casion he  voted  lor  a  Government  measure,  but 
his  general  attitude  li  that  of  fanatleal  om>osi- 
tioii  to  ;iry  mo:isure  proposed  by  the  Government 
whatever  the  effect  of  the  measure  upon  the 
trade  or  Industry  of  this  ivorlnee.  It  Is  true  that 
t}if  poultrv  interests  of  iho  Fraser  Valley  ex- 
pressed some  apprehension  about  the  effects  of 
the  treaty  upon  their  business,  but  that  appre- 
hension was  ba.scd  upon  a  misapprehension 
Which  has  been  dissipated  by  an  explanation 
fflven  by  the  lilnlitd:  at  VnAB  and  Commerce, 
who  has  been  given  aU  the  mdlt  foe  thanatotla- 
Uon  of  the  treaty.  ' 

The  remits  of  the  adofrtlon  of  the  treaty  must 
H»>  beneficial  to  hoth  countries,  but  they  are  yet 
'<)  be  r^ped.  They  are  likely  to  be  important, 
hut  It  Is  the  principle  at  the  back  of  the  treaty 
which  Is  likely  to  be  most  Important.  It  Is  said 
that  Just  as  a  man  cannot  live  unto  himself 
alone,  so  a  nation  cannot  Ufa  unto  Itself  atone; 
that  if  business  Is  to  bo  received  biisines.s  mii.st  be 
Klyen;  that  In  all  trade  between  nations  as  be- 
t  ween  IndiTldual  there  must  be  glre  and  take. 
That  is  the  principle  at  the  root  of  the  Caii  i^tM'^ 
Australian  treaty.  But  that  Is  not  the  Kt'i^eiui 
pi  wu  ipie  behind  aU  taitematloiial  trad*  at  the 
piesrnt,  time.  Some  of  the  nations  want  to  sell 
everything  and  to  buy  nothing.  That  principle 
Is  expressed  In  their  tariffs.  Trad*  to  not  vpon 
a  free  basis.  Trade  l.s  never  likely  a^aln  to  be 
upon  a  free  basis.  As  Canada  Is  preTcnted  from 
doing  business  upon  a  free  basis,  she  purposes 
doing  business  upon  a  fair  basis.  If  other  na- 
tions are  gong  to  dictate  the  terms  upon  which 
they  win  permit  the  transactions  of  bobtness. 
Canac  ■  :  do  tlir  .same  thinf^  upon  the  prln- 
clfria  of  mutual  concessions  and  mutual  advan- 
taflg.  That  Is  the  principle  upon  whieh  the 
treaty  with  Australia  was  negotiated  and  adapt- 
ed. Certainly  that  Is  the  principle  upon  which 
the  Bennett  Oovemment  Is  willing  to  do  busi- 
ness Wlttl  all  the  nations  within  the  Biiti.sh  Em- 
pire, and  possibly  with  all  the  world.  But  the 
principle  will  be  Insisted  upon  thai  It  takes  two 
to  make  a  bargain.

first  woman  had  been  closed  against  the  wllas  of 
the  tempter,  the  people  of  the  world  thereafter 
wovld  not  have  been  plunged  Into  a  deep  sea  of 
troubles.  But  there  was  the  beginning  of  the  era 
of  scandal,  and  we  have  all  been  rolling  sweet 
morsels  of  iteandal  under  our  tongues  ever  since. 
It  may,  of  course,  be  that  It  Is  a  scandalous  thlnn; 
to  say  that  many  of  the  social  gatherings  even  In 
thase  modam  days  would  be  barron  of  charm  but 

for  rumors  which  are  given  currency  by  the  so- 
cial leaders  and  their  followers  at  those  assem- 
blies, whose  ostensible  imrpoae  to  gamas  of  bridge. 
We.  of  course,  have  no  knowledge  of  these  things, 
not  being  In  the  high  social  swim  and  knowing 
but  llttla  abbot  the  sclentlfle  aspect  of  the  popu- 
lar  card  game,  and  therefore  admit  wc  arc  doing 
the  very  thing  so  scathingly  condemned  by  the 
poet.

Instead  of  being  fero- 
cious our  contemporaries  should  be  thankful  that 
the  late  Premier  refused  to  follow  their  counsel 
and  called  the  election  before  they  were  com- 
pelled to  publish  as  much  of  the  news  as  they 
thought  fit  to  print  about  the  Beauharnols  affair 
Fat  there  would  pMbablyhava  been  but  a  feeble 
Liberal  oppo.'^ifinn  In  the  present  House  if  Mr 
King  had  not  grabbed  time  by  the  forelock  and 
forestalled  the  political  effects  of  the  Senatorial 
(li.'clo.sures.  If  the  oppo.sltlon  leader  V  id  not 
done  that  the  Liberal  Opposition  in  the  Canadian 
Parliament  mli^t  have  been  ot  about  the  rela- 
tive proportions  of  the  Liberal  Opposition  in  the 
Imperial  House  of  Commons.  Instead  of  being 
a  seeond  party  It  might  have  been  a  third  party, 
and  a  very  In.siRnlflcant  party  at  that. 

The  Liberal  newspapers  are  in  such  a  'fifrlous 
and  unreasonabto  state  of  mind  that  they  are 
directing  attention  to  the  decline  In  the  imports 
and  exports  of  the  country  and  Insanely  at- 
tributing the  fall  to  the  effects  of  the  new  tariff. 
There  Is  not  .1  country  In  the  world  who.se  ex- 
perience has  not  been  that  of  Canada  in  the 
matter  of  export  and  Import  trade,  with  the  pos- 
sible exception  of  Russia,  and  there  is  no  au- 
thentic Information  about  the  state  of  trade  in 
Russia.  The  trade  of  Canada  has  suffered  as  a 
consequence  of  influences  which  Rovernmcnf.s 
cannot  control.  Tariffs  have  no  more  to  do  with 
the  case  than  the  m*an  In  the  moon  has  to  do 
with  the  monthly  phases  of  that  cold  luminal  y. 
The  business  depression  Is  world-wide  and  affects 
all  nations.  But  the  new  tariff  will  stimulate 
trade  between  Canada  and  Australia,  and  it  is  at 
least  one  step  In  the  direction  of  improved  busi- 
ness. It  may  not  be  the  last  step  In  the  same 
dhrection.

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HIGHER    §TRATEOY  AND 
BRIDGE  PSYCHOLOGY 

Surprise  tactics  are  perfectly 
ethical  and  are  sanctioned  among 
the  best  players,  provided  no  pri- 
vate understanding  of  any  kind 
exists  between  partners.  It  is  the 
l>asis  of  construction  of  card  games 
that  anyone  has  a  right  to  bid  and 
play  his  hand  as  he  sees  fit:  it  is 
the  ba.sLs  of  card  ethics  that  a  pri- 
vate understandinp  between  part- 
ners, be  11  even  tacit,  I.s  a  gross 
violation  of  the  code  of  spoi-tsinan- 
shlp,  amounting  to  cheating.  With 
this  stringent  proviso,  surprise  bids 
are  a  legitimate  and  interesting 
part  of  contract  tactics.  They  are 
eminently  fair  because,  in  attempt- 
ing to  rni.'inform  the  opponents,  the 
'.ame,  and  sometimes  even  greater, 
rhanre  is  talMB  0(  llitSSdtlH  the 
partner. 

Recently  the  tise  ot  psychle  Uds. 
so  called  because  they  are  based 
more  upon  elements  of  psychology 
than  upon  the  cards  held,  has  be- 
come quite  general.  One  of  the 
mast  .s\ii  rcssful  psychic  bidders  Is 
Mr.  Wlllard  8.  Kam,  of  New  York, 
who  gives  the  foOewing  as  the  rea- 
son for.  such  bids  and  as  in  explana- 
tion <^  their  frequent  success. 

"Poychlcs  are  the  expert's  relief 
from  a  steady  bli.kling  diet.  Ea.stern 
players  have  concentrated  on  con- 
tract for  the  past  foiu-  years  and 
they  realise  that  the  complexities  of 
contract  bidding  afford  more  In- 
formation to  the  opponents  than 
did  auction.  As  an  offset  and  to 
wlttihold  information  where  these 
players  have  master  hands,  or  to 
interrupt  communications  when 
defending,  they  have,  in  certain 
cases,  turned  to  what  are  now 
called  payehlos  or  aerobaMes.  Such 
bids  were  uiSd  in  auction,  where 
they  were  Imown  as  shift  bids,  the 
mo.>;t  r.Tniiiws  example  being  the  old 
steamboat  hand  where,  sitting  on 
the  left  of  an  opening  no  trump 
bidder,  an  overcall  of  two  Clubs 
could  be  made  cn  the  feUowlng 
hand:

Should  the  opponents  double,  the 
declarer  shifts  to  his  safe  two  Di- 
amond declaration;  if  encouraged 
by  stoppers  In  Clubs,  which  they 
are  almost  sure  to  hold,  opponents 
continue  with  no  trump,  a  btislness 
dotible  Is  made.  Diamonds  are 
opened  and  the  Ace  of  Clubs  is  re- 
lied on  as  an  ln-c«rd  to  asiBia  a 
penalty. 

"This  Shift  or  psyehie  Md  is  a 

model  if  safety.  Unfortunately, 
contract  affords  no  such  easy  psy- 
chics and  the  major  problem  con- 
fronting the  psychic  bidder  is  a 
necessity  of  reducing  risk  so  ihnt 
It  does  not  outweigh  possible  gain. 

"The  more  feverish  tempo  of 
contract  creates  a  tension  which 
gives  daring  a  grenter  ch.nnce  to 
bring  Its  darts  home.  What  price 
peychlc.s  If  unsuccessful,  then  Is  the 
only  deterrent  and  the  answer  Is 
psychological.  A  good  result  de- 
presses opposition,  and  a  bad  one. 
and  you  cannot  obtain  perfection, 
must  be  gracefully  accepted. 

"Luck  Is  on  the  side  of  heavy 
artillery  "Hie  average  so-called 
big  holder  Is  a  flne  player  whooe 
confidence  in  himself  Is  coupled 
with  sufflclen;  rrsourcefulnesa  to 
enable  him  to  find  a  suceeiSlOB  of 
bids  where  the  average  player  eaa 
hesitantly  voice  but  one. 

"Certain  players  cannot  use 
p.<tvchlcs  Their  temperBmpnt,s  do 
not  hnrmonlou.sly  blend  with  a  trip 
mfn  the  void  of  an  unknown 
chance  Such  players  use  accepted 
yardsticks,  wliereaa  psychli 
only  be  created,  not 
In  the  ease  tt  qulelc 
leads,  etr  The  creator  Is 
often  the  n, It  lira!  card -sense  player 
than  the  crested  or  more  synthetic 
expert.  Oreat  compoaers  in  music 
all  play  br  sar-aa  ki 


"In  applying  the  foregoing  con- 
sideratloDs,  the  master  player  of 
today  combines   baslo  soundness 

with  his  deceptive  tactics.  Con- 
tract bidding  tells  two  opponents 
your  hopes,  expect.ancles  a:  ;  <t- 
Ing.  You  liave  but  one  partner. 
Two  to  one  are  good  odds,  even  if 
they  are  only  theoretical.  That  is 
my  primary  reason  for  uslnff  psy- 
chics constantly,  although  not  coo- 
tinually— the  odds  favor  me.  Also, 
I  know  that  there  Is  actually  no 
.such  ththg  as  a  good— from  the  per- 
fection .standpoint — bridge  player 
bccau.se  every  hand  properly  bid 
and  played  yields  certain  maximum 
results.  Plus  results  can  only  be 
secured  by  luring  one's  opponents 
Into  bad  bids,  plays  or  leads.  The 
psychic,  then,  is  a  trap  based  on 
certain  knowledge  that  tt  is  hnsBaa 
to  err. 

"As  a  first  and  most  simple  ex- 
ample, the  f  oUowing  hand  Is  worthy 
of  note.  R  eemMnes  tivee  im- 
portant factors  necessary  to  tlM  use 

of  psychics,  and  if  it  Is  your  desire 
to  add  this  type  of  bidding  to  your 
contract  game,  this  is  the  type  of 
hand  on  which  to  practice  psychic 
bids;  flrst,  because  It  offers  a  safety 
shift  with  the  avoidance  of  impor- 
tant penalties;  ssoend.  opponents 
are  vulnerable,  therefore  eautlous. 
whereas  the  psychic  bidder  Is  not 
vulnerable,  which  further  reduces 
risk;  third,  since  you  are  third  hand 
in  the  bidding  and  partner  haa  al- 
ready passed,  danger  of  partner 
taking  you  to  a  high  contr|M:t  is 
practically  eliminated. 

"rv.splte  these  .safety  factors,  In- 
experienced players  should  avoid 
psychics  If  vulnerable  and  since  a 
relaxed  state  of  mind  Is  one  o<  the 
most  important  essentials  to  a  suc- 
cessful partnership.  acrobatics 
should  not  be  attempted  with  a 
partner  of  doobtful  tsmperMasut

The  deity,  created  or  con- 
1  f  ved,  by  the  I.Ti-.T.clitc<?  was  an 
I  anthropomorphic  being  with  huhun 
attributee,  such  as  anger,  hate  and 
revengo;  a  Mtel  fod  favoring  a 
certain  natkm,  hMiding  out  a  set 
of  laws. 

By  the  advent  of  the  Master, 
•lesus.  the  time  was  rine  for  a  far 
loftier  and  truer  conception  of  Deity, 
and  we  now  have  the  Father.  And 
as  our  conception  becomes  more 
pure  and  spiritual,  we  conceive  Ood 
as  the  Infinite,  the  great  First 
Cause,  and  really  far  beyond  the 
limited  human  mind  to  grasp.

CROPS  NOT  RUINED  BY 
DROUGHT  IMPROVING 


UOHTBMAL,  July  33.— Ths  Bank 
of  Montreal's  crop  report.  Issued 
today,  says  that  due  to  favoring 
weather  and  suCQclent  moisture  in 

mo.st  di.strict.s,  and  with  no  material 
damaKO  from  in.s€cts  or  hall,  crops 
In  tlio.se  area.s  of  the  Prairie  Prov- 
inces not  already  ruined  by  drought, 
have  continued  to  make  satisfactory 
progress  during  tha  past  week.  Pas- 
tures and  food  crops  have  improved. 

In  all  other  provinces  the  crops 
generally  continue  in  a  highly  fav- 
orable eondiflon.  thouph  in  jxirt.s  of 
Western  Ontario  severe  storms  have 
flattened  crops  and  SBladlsd  some 
damage.

which  In  former  dajrs  was  one  pf 
the  greatest  pastimes  in  the  Cana- 
dian ^xirting  worU,  haa  apparently 
waned  to  almost  complete  extinc- 
tion, especially  in  the  West.  It 
seems  a  shame  that  such  a  beauti- 
ful and  scientific  form  of  sport 
should  be  thrust  into  the  back- 
ground, while  other  gamea,  torn  eel- 
oiful,  toss  interostlBg  to  watch, 
should  ooDtinuo  to  gala  In  popular- 
ity and  prestige. 

Lacrosse  to  a  beautiful  game  be- 
cause it  involves  skill,  grace,  sta- 
mina and  the  very  best  of  team- 
work among  the  players.  There  is 
no  sporting  contest  that  can  com- 
pete with  it  in  regard  to  science, 
technique  and  strategic  play  other 
than,  perhaps,  hockey  and  Amer- 
ican football;  and  above  all.  It  de- 
mands endurance,  team  dtodpllne 
and  undaunted  oouvafa.  It  to  truly 
a  man's  game. 

It  to  also  Bctentllle  Meause.  like 
ice  hockey.  It  rsqulrss  a  consider- 
able period,  sometimes  years,  before 
the  ptoyer  becomes  adept  in  the 
principles  of  plav  Tlie  same  In- 
volves technique  ix>(  au.se  it  requires 
an  uncanny  ability  to  be  .iblc  to 
Judge  with  accuracy,  the  speed,  dto- 
tance,  or  elevations.

To  aiaka  tha  gama  mors  tateresting 
aad  faster,  oertain  Xastem  clubs 
have  adopted  seven  men  t  e  a  m  .s 
They  have  also  considerably  reduced 
the  size  of  the  playing  field.  This 
should  prove  effective  In  speeding 
up  the  play. 

Tha  anhancemcnt  of  public  at- 
tendaaca  to  lacrosse  games  will  re- 
sult only  through  rational  adjust- 
ments In  rules  and  regulations, 
through  improved  methods  of  coach- 
ing, prudently  and  !>svchologlcally. 
Psychology  is  fi'uii,i  ;.,  i,e  a  neces- 
sity in  any  branch  of  alhtotka  now- 
adays, in  order  to  secura  tha  bast 
that  to  la  the  athtota. 

Tb  attain  tts  rightful  popularity 
the  gaaia  should  be  a  box  office  at- 
traction, ptoyed  under  the  flood- 
lights; the  field  should  be  redu<ed 
to  the  size  of  the  regulated  Ice 
hockey  field,  and  it  should  be  sur- 
faced with  sawdust.  The  sawdust 
should  be  dampened  and  rolled  prior 
to  the  commencement  of  the  game. 
Thto  will  afford  soluble  spring  and 
elasticity  beneath  the  ptoyers'  feet. 
The  sMas  of  the  boxed-ln  enclosure 
should  be  extended  about  eight  feet 
with  light  mesh  wire  to  protect  the 
fans;  the  (?oaLs  sliould  be  set  apart 
the  same  distance  as  those  of  ice 
hockey,  and  a  penalty  area  in  the 
form  of  a  rectangto,  about  six  feet 
by  ten  feet,  should  be  nuulced 
around  tho  goal  area.  Thu  win 
^va  tha  goalkeeper  a  sporting 
chance;  it  win  protect  him  from 
Interception  and  bodily  Injury. 

And  a  new  niJing  should  be 
adopted  which  will  penalize  any 
oppo-slng  plaver  who  venturers  within 
this  .space  during  periods  of  play 
-Hie  pen.Titv  .;„.uid  be  In  the  form 
of  a  free  shot  at  the  oppoalng  goal 
taken  from  a  dtotanoe  midway  be- 
tween the  goal  mouth  and  the 
centre  of  the  field.  The  contest 
to  bo  played  by  seven  aten  on  each 
team.  Including  a  goalkeeper,  right 
and  left  guards,  centre  guard,  right 
and  left  attack  and  i\  centre  attack. 
The.se  men  should  be  relieved  al- 
ternately by  at  least  three  substi- 
tutes in  order  to  ^>t  the  game  going 
at  a  fast  pace .  the  subsUtutes  must 
be  as  reliable  as  the  players  they 
relieve,  so  that  thay  are  eonpetent 
to  remain  m  the  game  while  the 
suhsUtutkm  auiy  be  carried  on 
strategically  among  other  plavers 
during  the  three  periods  of  play 
The  contestants  .shuuld  be  coached 
to  a  quirk,  deliberate  passing  of  the 
ball,  and  a  rigid  training  In  play 
formation.  The  ;\Jayer  who  has  the 
ball  In  his  stick  Is  to  be  fouled  if 
he  holds  the  ball  with  either  hand 
or  if  he  locks  it  in  the  mesh  of  the 
rawhide  in  any  way  a^taoever. 
The  foul  shouM  be  la  tho  form  of 
a  free  throw,  taken  by  one  of  the 
players  of  the  fouled  «Ma^  and  the 
player  who  opposes  Mm  Should  be 
made  tn  stand  off  ten  paces  until 
the  whistle  announces  re.sumptlon 
of  play  The  contestant  should  not 
be  permitted  to  rai.se  his  lacrosse 
stick  above  his  shoulders  In  any 
ca.se,  unless  he  is  In  the  act  of  toss- 
ing or  catching  the  ban.  The  player 
must  keep  his  stick  free  from  the 
opponent's  body;  he  should  be 
penalised  for  undue  slashing  at 
other  opponents'  sticks,  and  he 
should  be  disqualified  aecoatllnglv 
for  tripping.  atrUdng  or  body-check- 
ing another  contestant  The  game 
should  be  free  of  rowdyism  or  un- 
sportsmanlike tactics;  It  should  be 


IMtwad  by  fial  ahd  nappy  eom- 
Unation. 

To  aufirmcnt  the  interest  and  nov- 
elty of  the  game,  the  goalposts 
should  be  lined  with  purple  ribbon 
and  the  ball  painted  with  any  at- 
tractive color  so  that  it<i  course  will 
be  easily  followed  by  the  players 
and  spectators  throughout  every  in- 
stant of  the  game.  Tha  respeetlva 
clubs  to  march  their  teams  on  the 
field  in  attractive  uniforms,  and  on 
the  back  of  each  player's  Jersey  a 
number  should  be  fastened  to  de- 
clare hto  identity.  This  particular 
color  effect  will  create  an  illuijiina- 
tion  which  will  prove  beneficial  to 
the  players  and  spectators,  especially 
under  the  glow  of  the  floodUghte. 

The  atUrs  of  the  o(mtesUnts 
diould  be  as  light  as  possible;  only 
the  anas  and  shoudlers  need  be  pro- 
tected by  some  form  of  sweatproof 
padding,  and  the  hands  by  light  and 
durable  gloves.  All  possible  meas- 
ure.s  .should  be  encouraged  and 
adopted  to  avoid  unnecessary  per- 
.splration,  and  proper  equipment 
would  prove  a  great  factor  in  this 
respect.  It  wttl  fadUtala  tha  speed 
of  ptoy. 

Uniformity  and  graee  ehould  be 
Instilled  into  the  play.  Otherwise 
the  teams  should  strive  to  present 
an  admirable  polish^  When  the 
players  enter  the  field  just  before 
the  commeiicfiiiciit  of  the  game, 
Feveral  balLs  should  be  t(xs.sed  to  each 
side,  itL  f:;rt,  there  .should  be  a  ball 
for  every  two  players,  so  that  they 
could  .secure  plenty  of  practice  in 
catching  and  returning  the  ball  be- 
fore the  referee  starto  ths  eontest 
Thto  to  to  present  action. 

During  the  iotarmission  there 
might  be  some  form  of  entertain- 
ment In  the  way  of  music,  track 
event,s,  or  a  lacrosse  game  among 
Juveniles.  This  would  fill  In  the 
Interlude  and  supply  the  spectators 
with  plenty  of  amusement. 

If  this  form  of  presentation.  In 
conjunction  with  the  suggested  sd- 
dition  of  rules,  to  Inaugurated,  it 
will  be  a  great  boost  to  lacrosse  ar.
